The great twilight zone of censorship, 
-where_centroversy is greatest between the 
censorial and the anti-censorial, mainly 
covers matter of erotic _jnterest. Many who 
have no-puritanical inhibitions about sex 
believe erotica is harmful to immature 
minds, so most citizens tolerate its censor 
ship by law, But a better solution is sex 
education of children, The need for early sex 
education was well expressed in a recent 
article in the United Church “Observer,” and 
ls hecoming increasingly accepted by intel- 
ligent.
